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In presenting the annual Report as required by law, the School 
Board would also make the following remarks. 

At the commencement of the year, Rev. F. D. Sargent resign- 
ed from the board, leaving the work to the remaining two mem- 
bers. His resignation deprived the district of the benefit of his 
good judgement and experience in School affairs, and was much 
regretted by a large number who have an interest in the success 
of our public schools. 

TEACHERS. 

The Board have endeavored in their selection of teachers to 
procure those of experience and ability. All that have been em- 
ployed, the past year, have come highly recommended from their 
former positions as teachers ; and we believe that all the schools 
are now under the instruction of those well qualified to fill their 
positions; and that it would bea great mistake to make any 
changes. The teachers now in charge of our several schools have 
not only worked faithfully to earn the money we have paid them 
in assisting our children to obtain a thorough knowledge of the 
various studies pursued in the schools; but to implant in the 
bosom of each and every pupil, respect for themselves and each 
other; also to cultivate habits of truthfulness, ladylike and gentle- 
manly conduct, not only in the schoolroom but elswehere. 


SCHOLARS. 

Nearly all the children in the different schools have endeavor- 
ed to profit by the advantages with which they have been sur- 
rounded, and those who have attended school for the purpose of 
obtaining an education, and have improved the time in hard 
study, have made excellent progress. We have a few scholars 
who have no parents or parents’ homes, and who can only attend 
school a portion of the time. It is but justice to say of them, that 
in most instances those scholars have done exceedingly well. 

The committee feel that our schools are not yet equipped with 
reference books, maps and charts, as they should be, and that the 
community is well able to provide the scholars within our borders 
many additional facilities. Owing to the prevalence of measles 
last autumn, the board felt it a duty to close the village schools 
at the end of the sixth week of that term; to partially make up 
that loss, we gave those schools a twelve weeks term in the win- 
ter, making for those only twenty-eight weeks in the year, while 
the others have had thirty. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 

Much has been said, at various times, in regard to a High 
School in town. While the committee feel that a good school 
of that grade would be very desirable, yet with the present num- 
ber of scholars in town, it would hardly be practicable, and until 
business revives again, and we have mofe scholars, the present 
arrangement, viz: Primary and Intermediate studies being 
largely combined in our primary schools, with grammar and such 
high school studies as the scholars become qualified for in our 
grammar school, seems to be the best arrangement that can be 
made. 


VISITORS. 


Not as many of our people have visited the schools as the 
committee wish. We think every parent ought to visit, at least 
once a year, the school which their own child attends. While 
those who have no children in school, should visit them, if for 
no other purpose than to see for themselves how the committee 
are spending the school fund. 

The late Hon. James O. Adams used the following language in 
his report while Sup’t of schools in the city of Manchester, it 
being so applicable we desire to present it. He said “We have 
intelligent and accomplished teachers; we have ‘talented and 
ambitious pupils; we have school officers who give their time and 
efforts to the cause. But not one of these agencies, nor all com- 
bined, can ensure success, while home influence is not right. As 
the family so will be the school, so far as any influence is exerted. 
As believes the father or mother so acts the boy or girl when they 
come with the impress of home upon them into the school room. - 
Let us urge then, upon the parents of our school children the im- 
portance, the absolute necessity of encouraging both teacher and 
pupil. Do not condemn—do not even criticise the school you 
have never seen. Teach your children obedience at school as 
well as at home. Let them understand that for a just reproof or 
chastisement at school they shall have no false sympathy. Aid 
your children at home; speak of the school as a pleasant thing— 
allow no trivial object to keep your children from the school 
room. Sympathise with them in their trials and efforts for im- 
provement. Do this and you will contribute to the success of the 


teacher, to the progress of your ey ae and to the permanent 
good of the schools of the town.” 
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SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The school buildings and the school furniture have been used 
with much care by most of the scholars, and where they have 
caused injuries, in most instances, they have made the same good. 
The seats and desks in both the west and north schools have the 
appearance of great age ; we would recommend that they be given 
their time, and that you provide for those school rooms more 
comfortable and convenient furniture. If you propose to use the 
new house on the plain, that should be provided for also; we 
have inserted articles in the school warrant that embrace this 
subject. 

The past year the “devouring element” has consumed one of 
our school edificies, there being no insurance on the property, 
it ascended mostly in smoke; while the remaining unoccupied 
buildings appear to be rapidly going in the other direction; had 
they been sold before the present depression in business, probably 
they would have sold for more money.

This school has been greatly reduced in numbers by the re- 
moval from town of a large number of families, caused by the 
depression in business, and probably will not be much larger 
until business revives again. 

Whole number weeks school, north and west Primaries, thirty 
each ; Village Primary and Grammar, twenty-eight each.
